THE DYNAMITE ERA. 

Europe seems to have fairly entered upon 
a dynamite period. A tactory where the 
material is made surreptitiously has been 
unearthed at Birmingham, England, and haif 
a ton of the dangerous explosive has been 
seized. This place appears to have been the 
central depot which supplied other sinaller 
concerns in London and elsewhere. Hither- 
to the dynamite used by the Fenian conspir-— 
ators has been procured in Ireland, but this 
location of depots near to the seat of Govern- 
ment argues that they are going to carry the 
war into the enemy’s camp. The arrests 
which have been made and the facts ascer- 
tained by the police show that we may ex- 
pect any day, unless the Government is ex- 
traordinarily watchful, to hear of destruc- 
tion of life and property caused by dynamite 
bombs. The attempt upon the Government 
magazine in Ireland, the threats to blow up 
the Government offices again, the menaces 
against Windsor Palace and the Post-Oftice 
buildings, which are now strongly guarded 
by police and soldiers, all show that the 
dynamiters are on the alert. It is not re- 
markable that there is something like 
a panic in London, for political fa- | 
naticism is always dangerous, and now 
is doubly so when it is armed with 
snch a terrible weapon. To a mad fa- 
natic there must bea fearful sort of fasci- 
nation in controlling, secretly and unseen, a 
littie bomb which in his hands may be as |. 
powerfu] as a battery of artillery, and can be 
used without danger to himself. It is easy 
to procure, for it is a marketable article, and 
not expensive, being in constant demand by 
miners and quarrymen. If any suspicion 
were linbie to grow out of its purchase, it is 
easy to make it. The Nihilists never pur- 
chase it, but make it in their own homes out 
of nitro-glycerine and pulverized paper or 
wood or nitro-glycerine and sugar. In Ire- 
land it has been largely made from nitric 
acid as the principal ingredient. There is no 
difficulty in procuring it, therefore, and with 
this new and terrible power under their con- 
trol, more easily used and a thousandfold 
more terrible in its effects than pistol or 
dagger, it is little wonder that desverate 
assasins are liberally availing themselves 
of it. 

The panic is not confined to Great Britain. 
There are, dynamiters in Spain, Portugal, 
Frarce, Germany, and Austria. They have 
publicly notified the Czar he shall not be 
crowned. If the coronation is attempted 
they threaten to blow up the Kremlin and all 
in it. They are swarming in Geneva, the 
headquarters of the anarchists. Louise 
Michel from her prison may yet give the 
word which will set them at work in Paris. 
The, Danish Government recently broke up 
the Socialist Congress in Copenhagen and or- 
dered its members to leave Denmark withina 
giventime. Not one sovereign jn all Europe 
has aceepted the invitation of the Czar to be 
personally present at his coronation. Should 
the Nihilists carry out their bloody threats 
they may destroy Princes, Embassadors, and 
Envoys of various sorts, but no reigning 
monarch will be exposed to the danger. It 
is not overstating the case to say that Europe 
is now terrorized by dynamite, and it is a 
legitimate terror, for any political conspira- 
tor, who cares nothing for human life, can 
make himself dangerous to life and property 
without exposing himself to the public view, 
and no Government can protect its buildings, 
no Government oflicial his house, without it 
is kept constantly surrounded by a cordon of 
soldiers. 

Unquestionably there are good reasons for 
this social upheaval which is now taking 
place in Europe. It represents the protest of 
whole classes of men who have been sffii- 
ciently educated and elevated to realize the 
fact that they are’ miserable; that they are 
oppressed; that they are bearing grievous, 
burdens while their moneyed oppressors are 
rolling in luxury; that they are denied rights 
which belong to them; and that they are 
taxed inordinately to maintain Governments 
which do nothing for them in return. The 
five so-called peace-preserving Powers of Eu- 
rope—Germany, France, Austria, Great Brit- 
ain, and Russia—alone maintain standing 
armies of nearly 4,000,00 men, and their cost 
is met by a tax of $385,000,000, levied upon 
the laborers, who in some parts of Europe 
are not even allowed to own the jand they 
work. This oad of taxes alone is sufficient 
to areuse bitterness and hatred, which in 
some quarters has grown into a malicious 
fanaticism, careless of life, which hails the 
hew weapon science has placed in its hands. 
In their willful blind however, it never 
seems to have occurred to the dynamiters 
thas their course is both cowardly and 
useless. Any man who has a spite 
against one person and throws a bomb 
where he knows many innocent persons

BOMBAY V8. CHICAGO. 

Our Calcutta dispatches announced the 
other day that the Indian Government had 
decided to lower the rates for the transporta- 
tion of wheat to the seaboard by 18%¢ per 
cent in order to assist the Hindoo ryot in his 
competition with the American farmer in the 
Liverpool market. <A report to the State 
Department by Consul-General Mattson, of 
Calcutta, gives some interesting information 
on this subject of Indian wheat growing. 

To most persons the idea that India can 
compete in anything with the “manifest 
destiny ” of the United States will appear 
far-fetched, but the facts leave no room for 
argument or doubt. To such an extent is 
ladia gaining a foothold in the wheat mar- 
ket that in five years it has carried its sales 
to France from 218,000 bushels to 10,000,000, 
In the same period, between 1877 and 1882, 
India has increased its yearly sale of wheat 
to Great Britain from 10,700,000 bushels to 
17,500,000. Its total exports of wheat have 
increased from 12,000,000 bushels in 1877 to 
37,000,000 in the last year. 

Add to this that the agricultural popula- 
tion numbers nearly 200,000,000, that the ryot 
thinks he is doing well if he can net 10 cents 
a day, and that there are still 56,000,000 acres 
of arable and virgin land in India, almost all 
of which Consul-General Mattson thinks can 
be made available for wheat-culture, and it 
needs no corments to drive home the truth 
that Bombay is very likely before many years 
to rival Chicago as an exporter of wheat to 
Europe, and that the farmers of Dakota and 
Manitoba must look forward to a competi- 
tion that will force them to closer calcula- 
tions than those which have till now made 
wheat-raising bonanza farming. 

The wheat crop of India is now 240,000,000 
bushels, while that of the United States is 
put by the Agricultural Department at a 
round 500,000,000 ior the last year. That so 
small a proportion of this reaches market is 
due to the inadequate facilities for trans- 
portation.e India with 255,000,000 of popula- 
tion has but 10,000 miles of road, while the 
United States has more than ten times as 
much mileage with but one-fifth the popula- 
tuon. This fact is as vividly appreciated by 
the British as by ourselves. The Govern- 
ment, says Consul-General Mattson, is con- 
structing new railways, reducing freight 
rates, removing export duties, and octroi 
taxes at the gates of the cities; it is diffusing 
instruction about the cultivation of wheat 
and the care of the soil; it is opening canals 
for irrigation and transportation: and in 
short in all ways that are possible is pursuing 
a policy that it hopes will ultimately make 
India the granary of Great Britain. One of 
these irrigating canals that has just been 
finished, 
was built mainly by prison labor. It is 502 
miles long, and will irrigate 780,000 acres 
through 2,500 minor channels. 

The sketch from life which Consul-General 
Mattson draws of the Hindoo competitor of 
our Dakota farmer is very interesting. ‘The 
ryot sows his wheatin the fall and reaps it 
in Marchor April. It is grown in rows, and 
in patches not much larger than gardens in 
this country. It is the aggregate of these 
alinost innumerabie units that makes Indian 
wheat culture important to us. The ryot is 
in no respect like the American farmer. He 
isa tenant on hard conditions, and cannot 
practically change his spot any more than 
the tiger of the neighboring jungles. His 
home is a mud or bamboo hut; his property 
a pair of small bullocks, a few cows, calves, 
and goats, a wooden cart, and a few earthen 
and brass pots, in all worth about $50. His 
tools are of the rudest kind, such as were 
used by his ancestors a thousand years ago. 
He plows his land with a crooked piece of 
iron-pointed wood, he sows by hand, reaps 
with a sickle, carries the sheaves home on 
his back, thrashes with a wooden club or 
with cattle if he has them, and cleans by 
hand-winnowing. | 

But though his outfit is so contemptible, 
the ryot with his few wants and his powers 
of patient endurance ot hunger is so inde- 
pendent that if he cannot sell his wheat at

Our representative at Calcutta summarizes 
his views as follows: , a

average quality and at as low a cost as the

It can now export about 40,000,000 bushels a 


year, and can increase this without limit. 
The machinery, the cheap freights, the ele- 
vators, the banks give the American farmer 
an advantage that seems invincible, but this 
superiority can be maintained only by press- 
ing dowa freight rates to the lowest possible 
figures and reducing the cost of production 
in all other available ways to the lowest 
notch, and accepting small profits. “It is an 
indisputable fact,” he says, “that Indian 
wheat has become and will continue a very 
important factor in the grain markets of Eu- 
rope, and a check against high prices brought 
about either by speculation or by any other 
artificial means.”’ ieee | 
American supremacy over India, it will be 
profitable for the American farmer to re- 
member, is the supremacy of his railroads. 
In India the roads are a public enterprise, if 
there can be such athing. In America they 
are a private enterprise. If the farmer of 
Dakota or Minnesota had waited for the 
Government to build and operate his transpor-

THE REFORM AND THE DEMOCRATS. 

The refusal of the State Senate to advance 
Senator Ray’s bill giving the Judges discre- 
tion to grant or refuse applications for 
changes of venue based on the alleged prej- 
udice of said Judges augurs badly for the 
success of criminal-law reform in the present 
Legislature. The only hope is, that the bill 
fajied to reach a third reading on account of 
the absentees, who nnmbered seventeen 
(nine Republicans and eight Democrats), and 


Senate. It is not to be denied, however, that 
the criminal lawyers have developed large 
strength, directly or indirectly, in the pres- 
ent Legisiature, and they will not allow any 
one of the reform measures to pass if they 
can prevent it. | 

The bill regulating change of venue is one 
of the most impértant steps to be taken in 
the effort to secure the speedy trial of crim- 
inals. The present law, which makes the 
granting of a change obligatory whenever 
the application is backed up by two affidavits 
and furnishes no opportunity for investi- 
gating the merits of the application, is one of 
the most common devices of the criminal 
lawyer to secure delay for his client. A day 
is fixed for trial; the prosecution has its wit- 
nesses ready: conviction stares the thief or 
thug in the face. Then a couple of his 
friends, and probably his associates in crime, 
come forward and swear in the most solemn 
manner that the presiding Judge is preju- 
diced against the accused, and that the latter 
cannot secure a fair trial before him. The 
fact is, that as long as the jury remains the 
judge of both the law ana the fact it 
makes precious little difference whether 
the Judge is prejudiced or not; he 
has no more influence over the case 
than one of his Bailiffs. ln the great ma- 
jority of instances where prejudice isalleged 
the Judge has never seen or heard of the 
person arraigned before him, and in very 

many cases the persons who make the affi- 
davits never knew the prisoner until they 
‘were engaged to swear out a change of 
venue for him. ‘The advantage gained by 
the criminal is a necessary postponement of 
his case, which sometimes goes over for 
months. In the meantime he has the oppor- 
tunity to buy up or run off the witnesses 
. against him, or procure perjured testimony 
of an alibi. The whole proceeding is a 
swindle upon justice and the community, and 
many a guilty man has been enabled to 
escape punishment by this and similar ex- 
pedients for wearing out the prosecution and 
the public interest in his conviction. 

There is one point which ought to be made 
as to these criminal-law reform measures in 
the Legislature. The bulk of the opposition 
to them comes from the Democratic side. In 
the vote on the Change-of-Venue bill only 
one Democrat voted for it while ten Demo- 
crats voted against it, The Republican record 
was fourteen for and seven againstit. ‘The ma- 
jority of the Democrats in the Legislature are 
fighting both the high-license measure and the 
law-reform bills. If they think that this course 
is calculated to change Llinois from a Re- 
publican to a Democratic State and elect 
Carter Harrison Governor next year they are 
‘very nruch mistaken, Democratic property- 
owners and heads of families are just as 
much interested in these State and local re- 
forms as Republicans are, and the champion- 
ship of lawlesness in the Legislature is not 
the best means for the Democrats to com- 
mand the support of the people outside the 
depraved districts of the large cities, which 
make up but a small part of the entire State.

If they do, refer 
them to some one of the institutions, of which 
there are an abundance, that make it their 
special duty to assist those who- can be 
helped. The professional street-beggar is 
only strengthened in his determination not 
to work by a contribution. It is injuring 
him and the whole community to “ help” 
him. If you have a store or a factory 
put every applicant at work at a pump 
or a wood-saw. Not one in a hundred 
will ever come back. In the experience of a 
philanthropic but wise friend of Dr. Deems 
who did this butone man out of hundreds 
came back, and he did not return the second 
morning. Dr. Deems holds that the world 
owes no man aliving, but that every man 
owes the world work. He repudiates the 
gilded tramps of the boulevard and the shirt- 
less tramps of theturnpike. Hisvery practi- 
cal direction to those who want to give help 
to the unfortunate that can be helped with- 
out being pauperized is to carry in the pocket 
cards with the name upon it of such society 
as you may choose as the trustee of your 
bounty. Give one of these cards to every 
applicant to be taken to the _ society. 
Child-beggars should always be fol- 
lowed up, for thev are almost al- 
ways somebody’s victims. Beyond this 
is the duty of personal care for the poor who 
come within our own jurisdiction. No 
amount of organized pecuniary benevolence 
can purchase exemption from this duty. 
Chicago has an abundance of societies to 
which those who should be helped can be 
sent. Nearly every church has one in con- 
nection with it. There are the Relief and 
Aid Society, the County Agent, the associa- 
tion for codperative charities in the Borden 
Block, which is a kind of clearing-house for 
all the existing charities. Any one who 
wants to give out of his abundance to his 
unfortunate fellows can make any one of 
these institutions his agents. Any one who, 
shirking this business-like way, lazily gives 
money on the street or food at the door with- 
out inquiry is responsible for the spread ,of 
the leprosy of pauperism. | 
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Tue first census of India has just been 
completed and presents some very interest- 
ing figures and statistics as to this thickly 
settled section of Asia. The population of 
this vast country numbers 258,891,821 per- 


habiting over 43,500,000 dwellings. lt is 
massed in 714,707 towns or villages, ahd is 
made up of 129,941,851 males and 123,940,970 
females. Religiously, the population is di-- 
vided as follows: 187,937,450 Hindoos;~ 
50,121,585 Mohammedans; 6,426,511 native 
worshipers, who represent the aboriginals 
of India; 3,418,884 Buddhists; 1,862,634 
Christians; 1,853,426 Sikhs; and 1,221,806 
Jains. Theother forms of religion are so 
small in representation that we need not 
enumerate them. ‘The Hindoos are divided 
into no less than seventy-two castes. The 
Roman Catholics embrace more than half of 
the entire Christian community. The effect 
of the Hindoo civil laws which ordain that a 
widow sball not remarry is shown by the 
fact that there are no less than 21,000,000 
widows among the Hindoos alone. The dis- 
similarity of the various peoples of India is 
aptly illustrated by a statement which shows 
that, exclusive of dialeets and European lan-, 
guages, no less than 123 distinct languages 
are spoken by them. The most widely 
spoken language is Hindustani. Out ofall 
these hundreds of millions only 203,000 per- 
sons speak English. One secret of the dis- 
tress in India may be found in the followmg 
returns: Officials of the Imperial Govern- 
ment, 580,000; municipal, local, and village 
government, 791,397; native officials, 133,285.

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The Sandy South—lts Extent—How It 
Was Formed—A Grassless Country— 
Poverty of the Inhabitants—Poor Liv- 
ing—How It Might Be Greatly Bet- 
tered, 

Sr. AuGusTINE, Fla., April 2,—[Editorial 
Correspondence.]—The tourist from the North 
who comes down to Florida through Mississippi 
and Alabama and then returns along the Atlan- 
tic coast from Jacksonville to Richmond and 
Washington, traversing lower Georgia and lower 
South and North Carolina, carries home witb 
him a very unfavorable impression of the coun- 
try. From Jackson, the State Uapital of Missis- 
sippi, across that State into Alabama, across 
Southern Ajabama into Georgia, and across 
Southern Georgia through Northeastern Fiorida 
to Jacksonville, a distance of six or seven bun- 
dred miles, he sees scarcely anything except 
piny woods growing on sand plains, wornout 
cotton-fields, old log-cabins, miserable little 
hamlets or cross-roads villages, poor, lean, small 
cattle, long-snouted, razor-back bogs, and a 
poverty-stricken, slow-moving, nerveless peo- 
ple—both white and biack. Grass or verdure is 
nowhere seen, except aloog the creeks, streams, 
or swamps, and the grass which grows there is 
tough and wiry, containing very little succulent 
substance or nutriment for the beasts which 
‘strive to subsist upon it. For hundreds of miles 
one sees littie else than level sand plains, cov- 
ered by the everlasting Southern pine, except 
where the farmers have made “ openings” to 
_ But there are exceptions to all rules, and the 
exceptions in the aspect here are found in the 
river vaileys. Where streams flow down to the 
sea from the clayey uplands a richer soil is seen. 
The spring freshets wash down aljuvial soil, and 
deposit it on these lower bottoms, creating fer- 
tile land on which fine crops of cotton and fair 
crops of corn are grown. The fertility of these 
valleys is maintained inspite of the continual 
cropping in cotton by the sedimentary deposits 
dropped by the river floods which overspread 
them every few years; otherwise they would be 
worn out and exhausted by constant cotton- 
cropping. Some evidences of prosperity and 
wealth are seen along sucb rivers as the Pearl, 
Tom bigbee, Atabama, Ocklokonee, Appalachico- 
la, Chattahoochee, Flint, and Suwanee, all flowing 
out of the hil) country down through the sandy, 
piny barrens into the Gulf of Mexico and pro- 
viding strips or beits of fertility in an otherwise 

poor and dreary country. m 
What is said above of the piny-wood sand 

plains which border on the Guif of Mexico east 
of New Orleans applies equally to the Atiantic 
coast from the Indian River section of Florida 
north to the James River at Richmond, and ex- 
tends inland in Georgia, South and North Caro- 
lina, and Southeascern Virginia from 80 to 120 
miles, making a low, sandy, barren belt of 1,000 
miies in length on the Atlantic side of 
the Florida Peninsula. This long belt is 
traversed by numerous rivers from the Ocmul- 
gee to the James, including the Savannah, the 
Santee, the Pedee, the Cape Fear, and the Roa- 
noke, with fertile alluvial bottoms,the earth hav- 
ing been carried down in solution from the clay 
uplands by theriver freshets, and spread over 
the valleys in the sandy piains towards the 
coast. What these bottoms gain in alluvial de- 
posits the up-country loses by the washings; it 
is like robbing Peter to pay Paul. But take 
away these rich bottom lands and the coast 
country of all the Cotton States, from Louisiana 
to Virginia, would be poor indeed. 

With here and there alittle rising ground, this 
whole country adjacent to the gulf and Atiantic 
is elevated buta few feet above the level of the 
sea—just how many I am not informed, but 
judging by the distance the tides ascend many 
of the rivers, and the length of apparent siack- 
water navigation, and the general appearance 
of the country, | might safely say that the piny- 
wood, sand-plain country is not more than twen- 
ty-tive to forty feet above the ocean level, and 
much of it below twenty-five feet, The area of 
this low, level country, covered by ocean sand, 
may be roughly estimated, after subtracting 
the occasional rising ground as around Tallahas- 
see and in Central Florida, as follows:

In this estimate I have deducted all the fertile 


river valleys, as well as the hummocks (black 
soil) and savannahs (wet prairie lands), the latter 
found chiefly in Florida, The area of these low, 
sandy piains certainly equals that ef the entire 
States of Illinois and Iowa. Many readers of 
THE TRIBUNE are familiar with. the sandy ap- 
pearance of the country around the head of 
Lake Michigan. Now, take the sand heaps about 
Michigan City and spread them over the States 
of Iowa and IHinois to the depth of four to ten 
feet (supposing there to be enough for that 
purpose), and then let them be covered over by 
a growth of yellow or turpentine pine, then the 
reacer who bas never been down in Dixie will 
have some idea of the extent and appearance 
of the piny-woods sections of the South. 

This whoie low-coast couatry was undoupbt- 
edly once a shallow sea, fuil of corai, mussel, 
and other submarine life, which gradually filled 
it up to the sea-level with their iime-shell re- 
mains, and then the tides and waves washed up 
oceans of sand and spread it over the coral and 
sheily reefs, tilling up the depressions and ia- 
goons, and the winds and gales from the ocean 
carried the sand further iniand and higher. The 
shell-making animals were forever reariug their 
habitations to the surfaceof the sea, and farther 
and farther out, and the waves and tides were 
continually casting up sand on their work, and 
the winds were always busy lifting it higner and 


. spreading it inland, and then Nature covered it 


with yellow pines as the only trees which could 
grow and exist upon it. The rivers from the 
upland clay country made channels through 
these ocean-blown sands and carried down the 
surface washings of the country they drained 
and deposited part of it in the vaileys and 
formed alluvial deltas at their outlets of the re- 
mainder. By these processes I imagine that 
these low-coast lands were formed from the 
Mississippi to the Chesapeake. The seas ali 
along these shores are warm waters and there- 
fore adapted to the accretions of coral and sub- 
marine sbell growth. In support of this theory, 
wherever weils are sunk or borings made coral 
or sheli-rock formations are found underlying 
the sand, and the “hard-pan” and biue clay, 
which are also frequently found under the sana. 
Where this “bard-pan,” consisting of ‘coarse 
granit gravel and small bowiders, came from 
no one except Ignatius Donnelly, of Minnesota,

STATE AFFAIRS. 


Dakota Capital Commission. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., April 6.—[Special. |—The 
Northern Dakota representation on the Cap- 
ital Commission, consisting of Messrs. Alex- 
ander McKenzie, of Bismarck, LB. F. Spaul- 
ding, of Fargo (both of these gentlemen are 
also members ot the Executive Committee of 
five, McKenzie being the Chairman), and 
Milo W. Scott, of Grand Forks, arrived on 
the noon train from Sioux City. They told 
the story of the dash through Yankton, and 
said that the decision arrived at in Sioux 
City by the Executive Committee was that 
proposals were to be received for thirty days, 
and were to be directed to the eare of 
the Chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee, Alexander McKenzie, of Bismarck, Dak. 
Being asked as to whether thirty days was 
the limit of time during which bids would 
be received, he said no proposals must be 
received and considered up to the time the 
decision was made, but any one could see 
the earlier a proposal camein the better the 
opportunity given the Commissioners to in- 
guire into its merits. Mr. McKenzie went 
on to say that the Commissioners were act- 
ing aboveboard and square as they knew 
how. They didn’t sneak through Yank- 
ton. They went through like sensible 
men who had been delegated to pe 
form a duty and desired to do so 
without being hampered_by a lot of embit- 
tered and hostile men. Yankton, he said 
was in a state of pertect ferment, Armed 
men patroled the streets (he said he could 
prove this) night and day. ‘The Comunis- 
sioners knew that E. G. Smith, District-At- 
torney at Yankton, had procured the issu- 
ance of writs of quo warranto, and taey 
didn’t want these writs servedin the midst 
of a prejudiced and partisan community like 
that of Yankton. ‘The Commissioners utilized 
the time while in the train in perfecting an 
organization, and then went to Canton and 
stopped for the express purpose of giving 
the ofticers of the law achance, The Sheriff 
got this chance on the train afterward, and 
served the writs on such of the Commission- 
ers as are known to him, There need be no 
difficulty in obtaining the service of any one. 
The hearing of quo warranto was to be 
be within thirty days, and would 
take place before Judge Kidder in 
Vermiliion, Clay County. ‘The Com- 
mission adjourned to meet in Canton 
May l. By that time the legal questions in- 
volved in the’ quo-warranto writs, itis hoped, 
will be settled, or in a fair way of being so, 
and a large number of proposais will have 
been received. In the meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee heid in Sioux City on Thurs- 
day, Alexander Hughes was appointed acom- 
mittee of one to draft a form of proposal, and 
this he will soon make known. 

Sioux Fauus, D. T., April 6.—[Specia!.]— 
A monster mass-meeting was held here to- 
night for the purpose of publicly expressing 
the nciguelice which is felt by the people of 
Dakota in regard to the recent action of the 
commission on the Capitol removal. The 
most prominent men of the Territory were 
present, and nearly all expressed their con- 
demnation of the action of the commission, 
stamping it as a gigantic fraud, conceived 
and impoged upon the people by Gov.

Slovenly Work by Wisconsin Assembly 
Cierks. 

MapIson, Wis., April 6.—[{Special.]—Each 
day brings fresh evidence of the reckless 
blundering of the clerical force of the As- 
sembly. Today Chief-Clerk Bross, of the 
Senate, in looking over his books discovered 
a new batch of Assembly errors which have 
brought about an awkward result that may 
yet entail much litigation. Several Assembly 
bills were killed by the Senate and messaged 
back to the lower House with the proper in- 
dorsement upon them. ‘The Assembly clerks 
treated them as if concurred in, and they 
were sent to the enrolling-room, where 
the error would bave been  scen 
had ordinary caution been observed; 
but it was not, and the bills were sent down 
to the Governor, received his approval, and 
were filed by him with the Secretary of State, 
who published them as laws. ‘These bilis, 
having passed through the regular order and 
been regularly filed with the Secretary of 
State and published, will have to be included 
in the forthcoming volume of session laws. 
The Secretary of State cannot go behind the 
returns and overhaul the Senate records. 
This is left for the courtsto do. The Assem- 
bly records are filled with glaring blunders. 
Its work was sloppily performed, and if a 
detailed judicial inquiry could be had no 
doubt nearly every bill passed by the Lower 
Hiouse the last session would be found taint- 
ed with official irregularity in treatment. 


Minority Stock Representation in Mich- 
igan. 

LANSING, Mich., April _6.—{Special.} — 
Both Houses passed almost the entire day 
in Committee of the Whole. The only bill 
passing either House was one which passed 
the House for incorporating manufacturers’ 
mutual fire-insurance companies. The big 
fight over the Minority Stockholders’ Repre- 
sentation bill was resumed in the House 
Committee of the Whole this morning and 
lasted nearly allday.

The bill comes up on third reading on the 
lith, and will pass unless some marvelous 
conversions shall be made. Thereisasharp, 
strong, and cunning lobby present working 
on both sides of the bill. In the Senate to- 
day the Committee of the Whole agreed to 
the Prohibitory Amendment bill, batit was 
subsequently tabled by the Prohibitionists, 
who have no hope of getting the required 
two-thirds vote to pass it in the Senate.

EXCITEMENT. 
THE BRITISH LION FRIGHTENED. 

Lonpon, April 6.—The interest in the 
nitro-glycerine- discoveries continues to 
grow, and the excitement is intense. ‘The 
papers are making the most of their oppor- 
tunity, and selling frequent editions with 
headings, “‘A Plot to Blow Up London.” 
The contents of the editorial and local news 
seek to connect the arrest uf the four dyna- 
mite prisoners with the advice given by 
O’Donovan-Rossa to Irishmen, to burn up 
everything Engiish except their coal. 

UNDER POLICE SURVEILLANCE. 

Lonpon, April 6.—The house in Nelson 
Square, at Lambeth, where Wilson and Gal- 
lagher, the dynamite fiends, were arrested 
yesterday, has been placed under police sur- 
veillance. All persons entering are careful- 
ly serutinized and notes taken of their per- 
sonal appearance. The police hope in this 
way they may secure evidence on which to 
base further arrests, as they are convinced 
that numerous’ accomplices of the men al- 
ready in custody are at large. One of the 
evidences of this is the fact just made public 
that large sums of money at regular intervals 
have been deposited in the Bank of England 
to the credit of men held in custody in the 
Dublin jails for the Phenix Park and other 
murders. ‘the authorities have made vizor- 
ous search for the source of these deposits, 
but have not yet been able to discover it. 

DALTON’S DEMEANOR. 

Henry Dalton, who was arrested at the 
American Exchange yesterday in connec- 
tion with the dynamite plots, reached En- 
giand, according to information obtained 
from police sources today, sowe time in Feb- 
ruary. In appearance he was unassuming, 
and waintained a quiet, reserved demeanor. 
While loitering about Bowless’ American 
reading-room he appeared to be more inter- 
ested in the English papers than in the Amer- 
ican periodicals, and was especially con- 
cerned to get the latest news, — 

NORMAN. 


Itis understood that Norman’s counsel 
will base his defense ou the plea that he was 
an innocent agent, and was employed in the 
capacity of clerk tora limited time by a man 
from the United States who is not yet ar- 
rested. it will be heid that Norman was in 
entire ignorance of the fact that the box con- 
tained terrible explosives. Itis alleged by 
parties who claim to have some knowledge 
of Norman that ne is of respectable birth and 
education and came to England expecting to 
find employment. 

No arrests have been madein London ex- 
cept the four reportea yesterday. ‘The stock 
of explosives discovered by the police at 
Whitehead’s manufactory Ip Birmingham 
have been examined by the Government 
inspector, who reports he found, among 
other articles for the destruction of life and 
property, 170 pounds of nitro-glycerine. The 
Government has already taken action look- 
ing to the amendment of the law regarding 
the possession of explosives. 

IN THE COMMONS. 

Sir William Harcourt, Home Secretary, an- 
nounced this afternoon in the House of 
Commons that on Monday next he would in- 
troduce a bill to that effect, and would ask 
the House to facilitate the passage of the bill 
in order to secure its speedy enactment. The 
announcement of the Government’s inten- 
tion to deal with the matter was received 
with cheers by the House. 

SENSIBLE COMMENT. 

DuBLIn, April 6.—The Freeman’s Journal 
Says itis the duty of every honest and hon- 
orable Lrishmanh to reprobate and denounce 
that species of deviltry which can only end 
in the alienation of all good men from the 
support of the National cause, and the col- 
lapse, ruin, and disgrace of the cause ‘itself. 

FLANERTY IS SUSPECTED. 

LoNnpDoN, April 6.—The Birmingham police 
are watching.a suspicious character kuown 
by the naine of Flaherty, who recently ar- 
rived in that city. 

AN ALLEGED CLEW. 

GLASGow, April 6.—The statement is made 
that the arrests at Liverpool furnished the 
police with the clew to the cause of the re- 
cent explosions in Glasgow. According to 
the latest information it was intended that 
these explosions should be on a comprehen- 
sive scale. The plot iacluded the destrue- 
tion of the canal viaduct. They were only 
partially successful. several detectives 
started for Liverpool to work out the evi- 
dence, 


IN COURT. 
THE EXAMINATION. 

LONDON, April 6.—The four men arrested 
in this city within the last twenty-four hours 
on suspicion of being concerned In the plots 
and threats to blow up the Government 
buildings were arraigned in the Bow Street 
Court this morning. Justice Ingham, who 
presided, informed them that they were 
brought to the bar upon acharge of having 


in their possession explosive material with | 


intent to use the same for felonious purposes, 
The statute provides that persons convicted 
of this crime shall be liable to punishment 
by two years at hard labor. 

The prisoners were put down on the 
charge-sheet as: Norman, aged 22; Gal- 
lagher, 538; Wilson, 22; Dalton, 89. Dal- 
ton is also known by the alias of John 
O’Connor.. When the prisoner were marched 
into the dock, and a stalwart policeman was 
stationed behind each. They are ail intelli- 
gent men, well dressed, and have every ap- 
pearance of being not only respectable but 
educated. 7 
EVIDENCE. 

The evidence, both direct and circumstan- 
tial, was given almost entirely by detectives. 
‘They depused that they followed Norman from 
the dynamite-factory at Bermingham to his 
hotel in this city; that they dogged his foot- 
steps Wednesday evening, and finally arrest- 
ed him late that night. When made a pris- 
oner he declared he had no idea what the 
box contained, yet in his pockets were keys 
Which exactly fitted the box, The de- 
tectives also found on him a x 
note with the stamp “New # £=York, 
March 10,” 4printed thereon. Among 
other articles taken from him was a map of 
London and an envelope, the envelope being 
addressed “Gallagher, American  Ex- 
change.’’ The officers stated aiso, however, 
that he had in his pocket a telegram direct- 
ing him to call on Fletcher at Charing Cross 
Hiotel. Fletcher is the pore who, accord- 
ing to Norman, engaged him to carry the 
dynamite box taken from hiim. 

WILSON AND GALLAGHER. 

In regard to Wilson and Gallagher, the 
evidence of the policemen who arrested then 
was not less convincing. They deposed that 
when they inquired of Wilson what he had 
in his portmanteau he curtly replied, ** You 
had better look.” They examined it and 
found rubber bags containing the liquids al- 
ready described. Gallagher denied any 
knowledge of these bags or _ their 
contents. Although Gallagher was arrested 
in Nelson Square, he gave his address as 
Charing Cross Hotel. it was remarked at 
this point in the proceedings that the clew to 
Gallagher’s connection with Norman was 
that the envelope fourid on Norman was di- 
rected to Gallagher, and Fletcher’s dispatch 
to Norman asked him to call at the place 
which Gallagher claimed as his residenee. 

The police stated further that they found 
at Gallagher’s rooms more rubber bags like 
those in the portinauteau, besides 4 quautity 
of inoney and a letter of credit for $6uv, dated 
at New York, March 15. 

ONLY HYDRATE OF CHLORAL. 

Gallag here interposed with the remark 
that the much-talked-about liquid was merely 
hydrate of chloral, and if the rubber bags 


were explosive that was indeed 9 new dis-

In respect to the arrest of Dalton, 
O’Connor, the police testified thathe Fare 
to give any address except Bo-vles’ Reading 
Rooms, 14 Edward place, Fulham road: He 
was, however, searelied, and some pieces of

Dalton here said contemptuously: “ The 
fuse you found was merely a cigar-lighter.”’

Cork, April 6.—Carmody, ‘Oherlihy, and 
Featherstone, the men arrested on a charge 
of being dynamite carriers, had a re®xamina- 
tion today, conducted with the utmost priva- 
cy. They were further remanded for one 
week, and ball was refused. 

” HE IS AN AMERICAN. 

Featherstone created some sensation by de- 
claring that for himself he wasa citizen of 
the United States, and he had piaced him- 
self and his case in the hands of the United 
States Consul. He expected official redress 
for the. indignity heaped upon him. 


DEV ELOPMENTS. 
AMERICAN AID DESIRED. 

Lonpon, April 7-2 a. m.—It is reported 
that thé Governinent has asked the Ameriean 
Government to land a force of skilled de 
tectives to assist in tracing the dynamite 
fiends. 


WILD RUMORS. 

Loxpon, April 6.—A communication re- 
garded by the police as of the greatest im- 
portance was received yesterday evening by 
“C” division, and a_ police officer 
was immediately dispatched to Drury 
Lane Theatre, where Vincent, - Di- 
rector of the Criminal Investigation 
Department, was witnessing the performance 
of the Carl Rosacompauy. The communica- 


tion was to the effect that a large quantity of 


dynamite had been consigned from Liver- 
pool to an address withen in territory of 
“C” division, which includes St. James, 
Haymarket, and Regent street. 
It is expected that arrests of greater im- 
porsanes than those already made will soon 

eelfected. A portion of the nitro glycer- 
ine kuown as iade in the Birmingham 
factory is hitherto untraced. Therefore it is 
surmised that the cousignment from Liver- 
pool originated in Birmingham. 

An infernal machine of the most scientific 
and destructive character was found during 
the last few days. The police propose to pub- 
lish a description of the mechanisin of this 
instrument. 

ASSOCIATION. 

Magisterial investigation will show that 
the persons arrested in London, Liverpool, 
Birmingham, and Cork are all members of 
the saine organization, and have been 
supported by funds regnuiurly re 
ceived from America, San re- 
prted that a plan of both Houses of 
Parliament was found on one. prisoner. 
A bill will be introduced in. the Commons 
providing penalties for the possession of ex- 
plosives, and wili probably be enacted during 
the coming week. ‘The bill imposes a period 
ot penal servitude upon ail persons found in 
improper possession of dynamite and other 
explosives of a similar character. : 

Special detectives were placed at all depots 
where trains arrivefrom the north, and it is 
probable that within a few days the nitro- 
giyeerine taken to the Plumstead marshes 
will be removed and rendered harmiess by 
being spread on ploughed land. ‘The recep- 
tacles in which it is contained will be 
cleansed and produced as evidence at the 
Magisterial inguiry. 

A COMPOSITOR. 

Dalton describes himself as a compositor. 

The arrest of Noruwian was made too 
hastily, it appears, as he was to have met 
Fietcher later in theday. If allowed to keep 
this engagement the police could have ar- 
rested both men. 

it is reported that Norman has made over- 
tures to the authorities with. the idea of 
turning informer. A note found on Norman 
was stamped similarly to those found on 
Gallagher and Wilson. 

‘Phe policemen who escorted the prisoners 
from Bow street to the house of detention 
were armed with revolvers, which had been 
at Bow Street Station, but were not used, 
since the Fenian outrages of 1867. 

DANGEROUS FLUID. 

An analysis of tne liquid found in the 
dynamite factory at Birmingham shows that 
if itremained on handatew days longer it 
must have exploded from inherent defects 
in the manufacture. 

Nelson Square, Lambeth, was the place of 
Fenian refuge in 1567, 

The prisoner, Henry Daiton, went to 
America ten years ago. He staid some 
time in New York State and then went to 
New Jersey, where he osursned 
the calling - of | compositor. alton’s 
parents state that they know 
nothing about the prisoner’s affairs. Dalton 
first appeared at Bowles’ American Reading- 
Room March 19, having made the voyage 
from America in a White Star steamer.

A Remarkable Biography. 

Mr. Bosworth Smith’s * Life of Lord Law- 
rence ’’—the savior of the Punjab—is a work 
of surpassing interest and great merit. If it 
be true that few biographers have a subject 
of such historical and adventurous great- 
ness, itis equally true that rarely has ever 
so romantic a career as that of John Laird 
Lawrence the good fortune to be embalmed 
in such literary beauty as that with which 
Mr. Smith has rendered it. We follow the 
strong, self-reliant, Mumorous, half-disci- 
plined lad from school to college, and from 
college to the humbie appointment, in 1851, 
as one of the “assistants” to the Resident at 
Delhi, with many a passing glimpse of the 


-wholesouve sweetness of his home ties and 


influences. The history of this upright, 
energetic Scoto-Irishman, whose frown was 
a terror to evil-doers, is so inseparably inter- 
woven with the history of England’s policy 
in her Eastern Empire that to read the one is to 
know the othey, As each wild scene in the 
life and duties of an official at Delhi, 
Paniput, Gorgaon, and Etawa flashes be- 
fore the beholder we learn more and more of 
“the giant in strength and in courage, in 
roughness and in kindness, in sport and in 


work,” to deepen our admiration for a man: 


whose truthfulness, sagacity, and untiring 
energy went handin hand with real benevol- 
lence of purpose and absolute purity of con- 


duct. Itis easy to understand how such a ' 


one would become a power in any land. 
Even the most unstable of Asiatics would be 
compelled to respect, if they could not Move, 
the commander whose “ gray eye, deep-set 
and kindly as it was, glared terribly when 1t 
was aroused by anything mean, or cowardly, 
or wrong.’”’ 

In dealing with John Lawrence’s effective 
work on the Punjab Board, and the cir- 
cumstances which led to that choice of Lord 
Dalhousie’s by which the younger brother, 
and not the more widely-kuown and 
loved Henry, was appointed “Chief 
Coumissioner of the Punjab,’ Mr. Smith 
shows equal justice to the noble character 
and work of each of the twomen. The “ Life 
ot Lord Lawrence” is in two volumes—the 
first closing with the bursting of the long- 
threatened storm which thrilled tne civilized 
world with horror—the great Indian Matiny, 
which began in May, 1857. and was not whol- 
ly suppressed through the Punjab until 

une, 1858. In the second volume, not only 
is a spirited outline of the causes, scope, and 
defeat of the Mutiny given, but accurate 
comments are also made on the policy of the 
one man whose single-handed and unshaken 
support of the heroes before Delhi alone en- 
abled them to conquer. Many a glowing and 
deserved tribute is paid to the almost super- 
human bravery and daring of those who 
foug@t in that dread warfare. Of Lord 
Lawrence’s return to England; the honors 
showered on him; his peaceful home-iife 
with the wife whom -he had married because, 
he “couldn’t get along five minutes 
without _her,”’ in midst of 


many children; of his return to India as 


Viceroy, and labors in that semi-imperial ca- 
pacity, the second volume also gives a clear 
and comprehensive account. Few, on this 
side of the water at least, will challenge the 
validity of Mr. Smith’s positions in his bril- 
liant review of that fatal policy which—de- 
spite the efforts of such statesmen as Lord 
Lawrence, Lord Northbrook, Lord Mayo, 
and wany other eminept men—succeeded in 


provoki war with* Afghanistan, and in 
undoing labor by dishonvuring the proim- 
ises of every, V bho had preceded Lerd 


Lytton. A most astute criticisuy on the kind 
of statesmanship which wantonly precipi- 
e 
throne of Atghanistan to the death of an

never spoken of but with derision; that we have 
turned the whole Afghan nauion into our deadly 
foes: and that we have not stopped the march 
of Russia towards India by one single day. 

The last scene in this eventful biography 
is a fitting benedicnon to the life of a Chiris- 
tia hero: 

*Do you know me?’’ whis his wife. 
my last gasp, y darling!’ he replied quite 
audibly; and, as she bent down to give him ber 
last kiss, she felt the last preasure of his lips and 
hands. “lam so weary!’ Such were the words 
which those who stvod around his bed heard him 
murmuring to bimself as be was entering 
land where the weary are at rest.

‘There will undoubtedly be 
found many to quarrel with an author who 
gives so charming a girl as Alice to a-half- 
breed Indian, whose avowed preference is for 
his own peopie—thg Cherokees, Yet this 
very opposition to prejudice must contribute 
to our admiration of a writer who can com- 
pel sympathy under such unfavorable cir- 
cumstances.

courts. In po instance has any doctrine or rule 
laid down been overruled. On some matters 
there is a diversity of view ana conflict of de- 
cision between different States: and these the 
author has endeavored to poiat out, stat the 
differing conclusions. he hus een 
brought down to date so far as it was possible. 


A Law Dictionary is an indispensable feat- 
ure of a lawyer's library, and is of service to 
every reader. There are several of these works 
published, both in Eagland and this country, but 
Bouvier’s bas long held tirst rank, and may be 
regarded as the standard. A tifteenth edition 
having been called for—the last edition appeared 
in 1867—the publishers decided to have the work 
substantially rewritten, and committed the ver- 
formance of this task to Mr. Francis Rawle, of 
the Philadelehia Bar. Thetworew volumes are 
pow before us. Two hundred and fifty pages 
and over W0 titles have been added, and such 
changes as have been madein the laws since 
the lust revision of the work bave been indi- 
cated under the proper heads. The articles, 
Abbreviations, Annual Assay, Bond, Citizen. 
Civil Damages, Code, Copyright, Descent, and 
Election sbow new matter; and amoug ump 
new titles are: Commerce, Homestead, Judica- 
ture Acts, National ‘Banks, Passenger, Police- 
Power, Removal of Causes, Telegraph, Ticket, 
ana War. Even with the additions made many 
important tities are omitted, and severa! of the 
articles are not satisfactorily treated—as Col- 
lision and Navigation Rules. Nevertheless, the 
revision and improvement are substantial, and 
the new edition is much superior to its prede- 
cessors. In its preparadon Mr. Rawle has had 
the assistance of prominent lawyers in different 
States. it is published in Philadelphia by J. B. 
Lippincott & Uo. 


Theological Works. 

- Charles Scribner’s Sons, of New York, 
have published a new translation of Dr. Dor- 
ner’s chapters in his Theviogy on “The Future 
State.” The Rev. Newman Smyth, D. D., of 
New Haven, is. the trnslator, and prepares the 
reader for the work vf Dorner by an extended 
introduction. This portion of Dorver’s Theoi- 
ogy covers the whole ground in dispute between 
the two parties in the late controversy respect- 
ing the appointment of Dr. Smyth to the Chair 
of Theology in the Andover Theological Semi- 
nary. Dr. Smyth was understood to indorse the 
views of Dr. Dorner in regurd to the doctrine of 
a probation between death and the resurrection 
in the cases of ali men who have not during the 
earthly life hada detinit offer of salvation by 
Christ and willfully rejected it. Dr. Dorner 
hoids that most Christians, at least, are not fully 
prepared for Heaven at their death, and must 
pass through a period of disciplinary train- 
ing before they become perfectiy holy and 
bappy. He also maintains, though not over- 
conntdentiy, that those ciasses of the buman 
family who have not heard of Ubrist, and have 
deliberately rejected Him on the Earth, will ve 
favored with an offer of sulvation after death,. 
wuich they must either accept or reject, and 
that their final destiny will depend upvun their 
intelligent decision in view of the offer made to 
thein. Dr. Smythe does not, in the volume be- 
fore us, explicitly indorse Dr. Dorner’s view as 
to a future probation, but neither does be avow- 
edly dissent from it. This new doctrine is not 
to be confounded with that of universal restora- 
tion, although it is regarded by many as point- 
ing strongiy in that direction. The onlv pas- 
suges of Suripture that are specially appealed to 
by the supporters of the new doctrine ure; 
Matthew xii., ®, and I Peter iii., 19, and iv.. 6. 
Dorner’s argument is plausible, but it invoives 
difficulties t bave not yet been fairly inet and 
removed. Those who would judge intelligently 
of the whole question canuoi do better than to 
obtain and read tbis little volume. It is evident 
that the controversy is by no means at an end. 
It is in able hands on both sides.

The public owes a debt of gratitude to 
Prof. Rawlinson, of Oxford, Engiand, for his 
mary contributions to ancient history. The 
present volume, ** The Religions of the Ancient 
World,” republished by Charles Scribner's Sons, 
presents a view of these religions such as we 
find nowhere else within such narrow com pass. 
Itis not the author's main purpose to present 
an outline of cumparative religions, although 
this object is partly accomplished. He gues back 
of the histories of religion given by most 
writers on this subject, and deals with the primi- 
tive religions of the ancient nations—the gypt- 
ians, the Assyriang and Babylonians, the ancient 
Tranians or Persians, the Sanskritic Indians, 
the Phenicians and Carthiganians, the Ktrus- 
cans, the ancient Greeks ry Romans.

These outlines, being fuller, 
are much more satistactory than 
those of the foregoing volume.

Exploring Greentand. 
An Arctic expedition this summer has been 
decided uvon in Sweden. It has been pro- 
moted by the well-known Swedish Mecenas.

inally his intention to have proceeded this 
summer into the Siberian seas: but, seeing 
the delay caused to the Danish Polar expe- 
dition, which will now be there during the 
summer, this idea was abandoned and Green- 


land decided on instead. Baron Nordene — 
skidid, having formerly visited the country, is. 


of the opinion that some kind of “break,” or 
oasis, is to be found in the interior of 
Greenland. He proposes to proceed along 
the east coast of Greenland as far as the ice 
will allow, and then to penetrate into the 
interior some 300 miles across the inland ice, 
The country inland is nearly the whole year. 
covered by ice and snow, which during the 
summer-months rerder it almost entirely one 
bog. The enormous stretch of inland ice has 
also always been a barrier to exploration. 

Another object in view by Baron Norden- 
skidld is to attempt to find traces of the 
Norse colonies which existed in Greenland 
from about the year 1000 until the end of the 
fourteenth century. The ultimate fate of 
the Norse settlers in Greenland is shrouded 
in mystery, as there is no authentic 
record of their existence after 
end of the fourteenth century. 
has also in later days been great 
diversity of opinion where to seek for the set- 
tlements. Thus the Danish explorer Graah, 
who in the years 1828-31 was looking for re- 
mains of the same, sought them west of Cape 
Farewell, but without success. Buron Nor- 
denskidld is, however, of the opinion that the 
Osterbyed and the Norse settlements were 
situated east uf the cape, and itis there that 
he intends to search for them. Interesting

ies”? on the shores of the Arctic Ocean. 
Baron Nordenskiéld will start on his jour- 
ney early in May, probably in one of the ves- 
sels of the Swedish navy.

Reorganization of the Decatur Pool— 
New Percentages Agreed Upon. 

A meeting of the General Freight Agents of 
the roadsin the Decatur pool was held yester- 
day at the office offCommiprsioner 8. B. Brown 
for the purpose of reorganizing the pool in or- 
der to have it better maintained than 
could be done under the old manage- 
ment. Heretofore the Decatur pool was divided 
into six parts, the following lines each getting 
one-sixth of the business: Indiana, Blooming- 
ton & Western, Lilinois Central, Wabash, Peoria, 
Decatur & Evansville, Illinois Midiand, and 
Champaign, Havana & Western. When the Wa- 
bash absorbed the latterit secured also that 
road's percentage of the business, thus giving 
it two-sixthe, All the business from soannatitive 
points went into this pool excepting soft coal. 

It was decided to reorganize the poolat yes- 
terday’s meeting and divide proportionately the 
gross tonnage among the various roads.

ash, 56; Lilinois Central, 20; Indiana, Bloom- 
ington & Western, 19: Peoria, Decatur & Evans- 
ville, 15; Liftinois Midland, lk This pool, like 
the old one, takes m all the busi- 
ness from competive points excepting soft 
coal, but a number of small competitive articies 
on each road aamed in the agreement are ex- 
emptfrom the provisions of the pool. The 
new pool is for one year, dating from April 1, 
1883, and any of the roads desiring to withdraw 
will have to give ninety days’ notice before the 
withdrawal can take effect. 


The Changes in the Management of the 
Wabash-—The Missouri Pacific and 
Wabash Systems Virtually United. 
The dispateb from New York publisbed in 

yesterday’s TRIBUNE announcing the election of 

Jay Goald as President, S. Hayes as First 

Vice-President, A. L. Hopkins Second Vice- 

President, and H. M. Hoxie Third Vice-Presi- 

dent of the Wabash, confirms the rumors that it 

was Gould’s intention to place the Wabash 
system under the same control as the 

Missouri Pacific system—in fact, to make the 

Wabash a part of the Missouri Pacific system. 

Messrs. Gould, Hayes, and Hoxie occupy the 

same positions on the Missouri Pacific system as 

those to which they have just been elected on the 

Wabash system. Messrs. Hayes and Hoxie are 

the active managers of the Missouri Pacific, 

and of course their election as Vice- Presidents of 
the Wabash means that they snail hereafter 
manage the Wabash system in conjunction with 
the Missouri Pacitic system. Messrs. Hayes and 

Hoxie are efficient railroad managers, and the 

success they achieved in managing the Missouri 

Pacific system explains why Gould Was sv anx- 

ious to iutrust them with the mabvagement of the 

Wabash. Something had to be done to extricate 

the Wabash from its present embarrassment, 

and Mr. Gould considers that his able lieuten- 
ents on the Missouri Pacific can do it better than 
anybody else. The- placing of both systems 
under one management must necessarily bete- 
tit the Wabash, as thereby much additional bus- 
iness from the Missouri Pacitic system will be 
secured, but it remains to be seen whether this 
will be suilicientto tide the Wabash over the 
breakers. The managers of the Western roa:is 
sincerely hope that it will, for if the Wabash 
should be driven to the wull all the other rail- 
road interests in the West would necessarily 
suffer. It is not yet known what changes among 
the present officials of the Wabash will be made. 

Messrs. Hoxie and Gault, who were in the city

The Difficulty Between the Santa Fe

Mr. W. T. White, General Passenger and Tick- 
et Agent ot the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé, 
has issued the following circular to connecting 
lines: 

You are doubtiess aware that our traffic ar- 
rangements between Pueblo and Denver are 
made with the Denver & Rio Grande Railway. 
The United States Circuit Court of Volorado has 
aavised us to give the Denver & New Orieans 
Railroad, running between Pueblo and Denver, 
the same facilities, rates, and divisions as are 
extended to the Denver & Rio G@ande Company, 
notwithstanding our traffic nrrangements with 
the latter company.

Do the Rallroad Off_ficiais and Scalpers 
Conspire Together to Defraud the 
Public? 

St Louis, Mo., April 3.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—It is truly strange the way passenger 
rates are manipulated by passenger agents and 
scalpers. Yesterday we applied tothe General 
Ticket Office for a ticket from Kansas City to St. 
Louis. The agent asked us $8 each. We went 
to a scualiper’s office, and he let us have the 
tickets for $7 each, and he procured them from 
the passenger olflice of the railway. The scalper 
could not have performed the duty without a 
profit, and allow us $1 discount besides. Since 
then I have learned the scaipers make over and 
above the discount from $1 to $1.25 on each 
ticket. The query naturally arises, are the 
scalping offices side offices of the railways, and 
through that agency do the railway ollicials 
practice deception upon the pubiic and stock- 
hoiders? Or ure the railroads under the coutrol 
and dictation of sucb irresponsible persons ag 
the scaipers? Tothose on the outside it looks 
like schovol- boy play for men managing such huge 
corporauions to bow to the beck and dictation of 
a few individuals of scaiping proc! vities, tu the 
utter disregard of the sense of propriety due the 
traveling public. It cannot be that the railroad 
officials bave-conspired with the scalpers to beat 
the stockholders and traveling public, to the pe- 
cumiary benefitof the scalpers alone. lain not 
a railway man, nor do I own any interest in one. 
I must Say that the traveling public sbould have 
the benetit of avy reduction mude, instead of 
giving itto the scalper. Itisa notorious fact 
that many of the scaipers have been indicted 
and prosecuted for irregular practices, aud 
the late President of the American Ticket Brok- 
ers’ Associution is now under indictment upon a 
serious charge of ao irregularity in ticket man- 
ipulation. Many prosecutions bave been made 
for selling fraudulent tickets, and even for giv- 
ing extensions of time. I hope that your vaiua- 
ble oper. will be the means of correcting the 
evil y giving publication hereof.

UNLOADING GOLD. 


Chicaco Banks Determine to Let New 
York Have All the Goitd Certificates. 
After five days of consideration the bank- 

ers of Chicago, with general unanimity, have 

agreed not only to abandon the fight for a 

distinctive issue of gold certificates for the 

local Sub-Treasury, but to make no further 
use of the present gold-certiticate system 
as a matter of convenience in business. 

Further, it was decided to take advantage of 

the present flow of moneyin New York to 

unload on that city whatever of such paper 
is now in their possession, 

Mr, James D. Sturges, Secretary of the 
Clearing-Liouse Committee, was asked for 
his reasons iu declining to reply to the last 
note received from the Treasury Departinent. 

* We are convinced,” he said, *‘that argu- 
ments apd facts are lost against obstinacy 
and purposed discrimination. Chicago ex- 
change is now ata discount ih New York, 
and we can unload our certificates on that 
city without bringing the gold back to Chica- 
g0. Hereafter we shall ;\deposit no more 
gold for such certificates; and only handle 
them when obliged totake them over the 
counter. ‘Those we receive in the natural 
course of business we will dispose of as 
rapidly as convenient. In other words, until 
a better certificate system is inaugurated we 
Shall use gold coin, and when Chicago ex- 
change isata premium in New York de 
mand coin, if we need it, instead of cer- 
tiffeates.”’ 

Mr. L. J. Gage, of the First National Bank, 
was asked what he thought of the new move. 

“It we can not have distinctive certifi- 

cates,”’ he said,—** and I have never been ine 
pressed that such a system would be satis- 
factory to the country—I am in favor of dis- 
pensing with gold certificates until they are 
as available as silver-certificates.”’ 

* Is this a policy of revenge ?” 

“Itis not; it is simply. business. We 
cannot deposit gvla here for certificates and 
get it back; We cannot intere hange the cer- 
tificates; there are no denominations less 
than $20; we have to distribute 
gold throug h the Northwest on actount of 
the large denomination of the certific ates; 
we have to send 900 miles for the gold on 
W hat, then, is their 
The silver-certificate system. is 
practicable, and why not make the gold cer- 
tiicates also ?’’ 

Mr. George Sturgés remarked yesterday 
that neither the Sub-Treasury at New York 
nor Chicago weiehed its goldpieces to de- 
termine their value. le complained that 
bags of gola sent from the/former were light 
weight, and rather than send them back and 
Stand the delay he had let them go at a dis- 
count equal to their real value as bullion. 
Other bankers were interrogated on the sub- 
ject, and complained of the same Joss. The

‘Another Insurance Firm Sued for Vi- 
| olating the State Law. 


Continuation of the Testimony in the 
. Doolittle-Forsythe Suit. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, De- 
crees, Orders, Etc. 


Another Underground insurance Case. 

In a recent issue of THe TRIBUNE was an ac- 
count of the decision of the Supreme Court in 
the case of Pierce va, The People, involving the 
legality of what is known as underground in- 
surance. Thecourt affirmed the legality of the 
law prohibiting such insurance, and yesterday, 
on the strength of this decision, another suit of 
the same character was begun. The suit is 
broughtin the name.of The Peopie against 
Lewis H. Davis and Stephen F. Requa, the well- 
known insurance agents. It is charged that in 
August, 1531, they insured O. R. Keith & Co, for 
$5,000 in the Home Insurance Company of 
Columbus, O., for $2,500 in the Farmers’ in- 
surance Company of Cincinnati and tor 
alike amount in the Mutual insurance Com- 
pany of New Orleans, La. They also insured C. 
W. & &. Pardridge & Co. for $2,500 in the Teu- 
tonia of New Orleans. It is charged that none 
of these foreign companies bad complied with 
the State insurance law by appointing an at- 
torney in this State, or filing a statement with 
the Auditor of its capital and assets, the penaity 
for which is $500 for each case of disobedience; 
aiso, that the defendants as agents of these 
cumpanies have negiected to file the proper 
affidavits with the Auditor of the companies’ 
affairs, Out have negiected so to do for fourteen 
months, the penaity for which omission is $100 a 
inonth. Lastly, that the defendants and the 
companies have failed to file the proper annual 
statement, and thus incurred a liability to pay a 
fine of $500 for each failure. The total amount 
claimed for these violations of the law is $37,600.

James R. Doolittle Jr. is still on the stand. He 
gave the details of meetings with Barnum, 
Simpson, Ord, the Masons, ana others—a bistory 
of the negotiations that led to the making of the 
contract of sale for $1,000,000, which was finaily 
signed early in August, 1882. He also told how, 
as be claimed. he had cut down Horn’s $50,000 
commission contract to $10,000, saving the For- 
sythes $40,000. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Doolittle resumed 
his testimony, and finally reached the 10th of 
November, 1881, when the trade was closed and 
the deed and mortgage executed at Crown Point, 
Ind. Of the $333,333—tne first payment—Mrs. 
Forsythe got a oheck for $100,00, the Mason 
Brothers reserved $13,333 against ditch liens, 
etc., and $210,000 was deposited at Indiauapolis 
to provide for the payment of whatever sum the 
court might decree was due under the Pearsou 
trust deed. The Continental Insurance people, 
when they began the foreclosure suit, believed 
this money would be deposited in New: York, 
and witness thought their idea was to attach 
it and get their whole claim, usury 
andail. But when the cash was putin bank in 
Indianapolis the suit was withdrawn: and then 
witness prepared a bill to redeem. He based it 
from intormation he obtained on the assump- 
tion that the Continental Company, anxious to 
avoid the defense of usury, handed the Forsythe 
notes to Mr. Dearborn, President of the Broad- 
way Bank, of Boston, and Mr. Dearborn passed 
them to E. A. Dammer, a elerk in the bank, who 
returned them to the insurance company with 
his note for $163,000; that the Continental Com- 
pany gave Dawmmer a check for $163,000; that he 
banded it to Mr. Dearborn, who turaed it over 
to the Contineutal. 

The hearing wili go on this morning. 


A Discruntied Town Trustce, 

A petition for mandamus was filed Thursday 
in the Circuit Court, and suppressed for service, 
by William Amerson, the late candidate for 
Trustee of the Townof Cicero, against Samuel 
B. Bacorn and Edward .8. Austin, to compel 
them to make a. canvass of the Fifth Precinct 
and to make a proper return of the vote cast 
there. It is claimed that last Tuesday at the 
town election the two candidates for Trustee 
were Amerson and one Hickok. There were 
five voting precincts and the vote was to be 
taken by the Assistant Moderator and Clerk of 
each precinct to tne Town Clerk and Moderator 
to be counted. Theseail of the box from the 
Fifth Precinct was broken open on the way to the 
Town Clerk, and on Hickok’s objection tne Mod- 
erator and Town Clerk refused to countin the 
votes from what precinct. Amerson charges that 
221 out of the total 261 votes in that box were in 
his favor, and had they been counted in he would 
bave had a majority of 49 votes for the position 
be sought.

Alleged Rows, Litications, and Pur- 
chases, 

It is reported that all is not peace in the 
West Side Gas Company at the present time, 
and that one at least of the stockholders is 
dissatisfied with the management. The story 
told yesterday to a reporter was to the effect 
that the yearly election should have been 
held a few days ago. One of the stockhold- 
ers, whose interest is a small one, however, 
went over to the office to ask what had been 
done. Aecording to the story he was told 
that no meeting had been held, and that the 
election of officers, etc., had been postponed 
for a few days. ‘Thereupon he took the 
ground that, as there had been no elec- 
tion at the stated time, there were 
no officers, and Mr. Billmgs had no 
authority to act. He also demanded an ac- 
counting, but was not accommodated. and 
went away declaring that he woukl have it 
even if he had to go to the courts in order to 
get it. His grievance is said to be that he 
has not received any dividends on his stock 
for an unconscionably long time, all the 
money over and above the expenses of man- 
agement having veen used in the-payment of 
the interest on the mortgage bonds, nearly 
all of which, it is charged, are held bya 
favored tew of the stockholders. Accord- 
ing to the tale as itcame to the ears of the 
reporter there had been no satisfactory re- 
port made of the earnf¥gs for many years, 
and this particular holder of stock wants to 
know where all the profits have gone, a de- 
sire which, itis said, is shared by some of 
the English holders of the securities of the 
company. 

BUYING THE NEW WEST-SIDE WORKS. 

Another of the alleged grievances of this 
person was said to be that he feared that it 
was the intention of the present officers of 
the company to purchase from Mr. Billings 
the new works recently erected by him on 
the North Bratch near Division street, 
which are now in running order. It is al- 
lege that there are apprehensions that 
when these new works have been run for a 
time, furnishing gas at prices lower than 
those charged by theSold company, they 
will be sold to it ata high figure, and that 
the upshot of it all will be that the old com- 

any will find itself so deep in the mire of 

debt that it can never get out, the result of 
which will be that the Englishmen who have 
purchased the mortgage bonds will have to 
— the works and do what they can with 
em. 


ALLEGED INFRINGEMENT. 

Still another story was that the new West 
Side company, which makes what is known 
as water gas, had been infringing on the 
patents of the Consumers’ Company, which 
will soon be ready to supply the South Side 
with gas, and that it was not unlikelv that 
there would be some lively litigation between 
the two corporations. 

With reference to the alleged infringément 
of patents, a TRIBUNE reporter called on one 
‘of the stockholders of the new Billings com- 
pany and inguired of that gentleman what 
grounds, if anyw there were for dispute. In 
reply to the query he stated that their process 
was strictly an invention of Mr. Springer’s,and 
was in no way an infringement on what is 
known as the Lowe process. Their inten- 
tion was to manufacture gas out of water, 
and, although,there were some half-dozen 
different processes that would bring about 
the same results, he claimed that their mode 
was peculiar and did not encroach on any 
other patent. He said that some time ago 
the managers of the Consumers’ Gas Compa- 
ny threatened them with an action to recover 
damages for an alleged infringement, and 
were invited to do so, but upon being shown 
the Springer patents were cunvinced that 
they were not an infringement, and conse- 
quently did not commence suit. At that 
time Mr. Springer had stated in the 
event of any civil action being brought 
against the company he would personally 
stand one-half of the cor costs.

How to Pop the Question—Views of an 
Authority on Proposals of Marriage

[New York Letter.!|—The proposal of mar- 
riage isa modern Eleusinian mystery, but 
with no organized society to give it a uni- 
form ritual or to communicate its mode. 
There is no uniform recipe for it, nor can 
one be prescribed which shall be infallible, 
while another is uncertain. No one sees 
how it is consummated except the parties 
immediately interested, and, if it is crowned 
with success, they do not, I am told, remem- 
ber a year later the exact manner and 
phraseology of it. But he who tries it 
and fails is supposed to have a more 


retentive memory of the occa- 
sion, and probably always. concludes 
that his failure has been mostly 


owing to some lack of timeliness, or sub- 
stance, or grace in his address.

All around the Kastell are the 
rocks and gorges, which Carmen Sylva has 
taken as the scenery of her stories, and in a 
little Forsthaus or hunter’s lodge, distant 
ten minutes from the castle, Queen Elizabeth 
wrote her book amid the woods and with the 
murmur of the mountain streams, the Pe- 
Jesch, in her ear.

The Heroine of the Novelists of Today. 

[New York Letter.|—MayI be pardoned 
the impertinence, but I have of late taken 
some pains to ascertain the age of the herov- 
ine—the heroine of the contemporary novel. 
Examining carefully in several instances the 
data furnished by her sponsors, I have sort- 
ed out and tabulated certain general facts. 
These facts show her age to be never under 
20; rarely 22; usually from 24 to 27, 28, and 
even thereabove, giving an average of 25 
(plus). While pursuing these numerical cal- 
culations I am closely observing the heroine’s 
face. There are no “ telling lines” upon the 


still faultless. Itis to be noted, moreover, 
that she retains in her mannera wonderful 
measure of youthful vivacity and frankness, 
l am far from caviling at the happy ease and 
gracefulness with which she carries the 
‘weight of her years. This is as we would 
have it; but the singularity of the case ap- 
pears when her age is contrasted with that 
of her predecessor, he heroine of the old- 
fashioned novel. ‘Lhe latter is always a 
jeune fille, who, when the narrative of her 
fortunes is concluded, has scarcely more 
than crossed the threshold of the twenties. 
Rustic and unschooled, or accomplished and 
suphistica(_d; phlegmatic or piquant, timid 
or audacious—whatever her temperament 
and behavior, she is invariably lovely 
and of tender age. What writer of 
fiction in its early days would have 
presented, or what reader would have 
accepted, a heroine who did not possess 
the two chief requisit’, beauty and voulth ? 
Of beauty itis still expected the hervine shall 
have a certain allowance, asa pair of fine 
eyes or a “sensitive mouth.’’ As to youth, 
the restriction no longer holds. Why the 
changed fashion ? account for it in only 
one way: the metaphysical tendency of the 
modern novel seems to require that the char- 
acter of central importance shall interest us 
subjectively. This character must be sub- 
tended b actual experiehee, ripe 
feeling, settled convictions, and a clever 
vein of casuistry. Now, as these 
do not consist with the idea of ex- 
treme youth, and as consistency and realism 
are the oe jewels ot the present fiction 
school, it follows that we have a heroine 
who, to say the least, is ‘no longer young.” 
Again, conversation is, as every reader 
knows, an essential element of the conteim- 
porary novel; and analysis would probably 
show the following ratio: Conversation, in- 
cluding speculative mterpolation 9 ee au- 
thor, three parts; incident, one. hat, in 
the present exigency, were the a silent or 
monosyllabic heroine? The heroine is she 
who converses subtily saniag far more than 
“meets the ear,” adroitly tofiching both the 
heights and deeps of experience. The-con- 
versation of school-girls isnot wont to be of 
this order; hence the reigning hervine’s ma- 
turer age.

Moorish Women’s Garments, 

The Moorish women appear in the streets 
entirely enveloped in a number of wide man- 
ties made of light woolen material or of a 
thinner white texture—the so-called Haiks— 
which cover the head and the whole body; 
the faces are deeply veiled. This costume 
permits as little of the figure being seen as 
the voil does of the features, The appear- 
ance of the Moorish women inside their 
houses is quite different. There their figures 
are to be seen, after they have laid aside the 
Haiks and vail. The principal characteris- 
tics of this costume are the wide punched- 
out drawers, generally white, and on which 
the rich women are fond of expending very 
mueh stuff, so that this article of clothing 
looks like a skirt reaching to the feet. The 
chemise, consisting of raw silk or tulle (black 
being the color generally chosen, in order to 
show off a light complexion, while jwomen 
with dark skin’ wear white tulle), is 
perfectly transparent; the wide sleeves 
are hemmed with red silk inside. ‘They wear 
a iong, sleeveless jacket over the chemise, 
with flowers woven in and trimmed with 
gold embroidery and buttons. A sash is 
worn around the jacket of straw-colored yel- 
low silk, very much embroidered with gold, 
which resembles the scarfs worn by rich 
Jewesses on festal occasions. Long fine silk 


threads hang down at the ends. ‘The hair is 


hidden under a silk handkerchief inter- 
woven with gold, so oniy small plaits 
are visible at the back of the neck. Bright- 
colored materials are generally chosen for 
these handkerchiefs. ‘The forehead is 
adorned with a silver ornament. Inclosing 
the oval-shaped face, like a frame, is a chain 
of gold and silver richly decorated with 
small coins, which hangs from one temple 
to the other. Chains, coins, and strings of 
pearls, often of a very costly kind, cover the 
neck and breast ina very extravagant man- 
ner. Shoes without heels are worn over the 
bare fget or -white stockings; they are 
rounded off in front and made of yellow or 
red leather, —
